EDITOR’S  NOTES:  This  issue  has  more  information  from  Ed  Zegar 
who  is  faithfully  following  changes  in  the  BEP  printing  of  our  currency. 
Variations  that  I suspect  will  offer  extra  value  down  the  road  if  you 
look  for  them  now.  On  another  front,  I see  the  market  as  showing  some 
improvement.  I believe  we  will  see  slowly  rising  prices.  They  will  not 
approach  the  prices  seen  in  the  Tom  Flynn  auction  of  two  year  ago.  Those 
prices  were  exceedingly  high  based  on  a hungry  market  that  didn’t  foresee 
a difficult  economy  on  the  horizon.  They  were  amazing  prices  and  will  not 
be  seen  for  some  time.  Collectors  continue  to  pay  extreme  prices,  however, 
for  notes  titled  “finest  known”  by  catalogers.  Be  aware  that  if  you  want  a 
“finest  known”  item  you  must  be  prepared  to  bid  double  or  triple  market 
prices.  A good  example  was  the  finest  known  $5  Educational  note  that  sold 
for  $68,000.  It  was  a honey,  but,  a lot  more  that  an  $1 8,000  or  so  price  for 
an  MS  65  copy  of  that  note. 

OUR  COVER:  This  issue’s  cover  is  not  particularly  valuable,  but  is  a neat 
“Show  find.”  As  I found  this  note  in  a stack  of  circulated  silver  certificates. 
It  is  surprising  to  me  that  this  Very  Fine  20  (my  assessment)  note  circulated 
long  enough  to  get  this  worn.  The  error  is  certainly  obvious,  but  no  one  put 
it  aside.  It  was  probably  saved  because  it  was  a silver  certificate,  not  as  an 
error.  So,  don’t  give  up  hope,  circulated  prizes  are  out  there,  and  not  just  in 
small  distinctions,  but  in  obvious  notes  such  as  this.

SMALL  FEDERAL  RESERVE  NOTE  (FRN)  COLLECTORS: 

I am  a single  note  FRN  collector  who  has  been  collecting  since  the 

early  nineties.  A short  time  ago  I decided  to  venture  out  and  try  uncut 

sheet  collecting  for  no  other  reason  than  my  children  and  grand  children 

seemed  to  be  more  interested  and  intrigued  with  the  connecting  notes.  I 

am  now  in  the  process  of  trying  to  complete  three  full  sets  of  four  note 
» 

uncut  sheets.  I’m  not  completely  finished  but  it  has  been  wonderfully 
challenging  and  rewarding.  My  children  think  the  sheets  are  great  and 
I can  actually  get  them  to  sit  down  and  discuss  the  hobby  for  a few 
minutes.  As  a matter  of  fact  I’m  questioned  on  a frequent  basis  to  find 
out  if  I have  located  a couple  of  tough  sheets  they  need.  I prefer  the  four 
note  sheets  to  the  16/32  note  sheets  because  you  can  store,  protect  and 
display  them  more  readily  in  Mylar  holders  and  notebooks.  I personally 
think  there  is  a rebirth  of  this  type  of  collecting.  I have  had  numerous 
conversation  with  people  in  the  know  and  they  have  had  more  and  more 
people  inquiring  about  the  uncut  sheets.  EBAY  is  full  of  sheets  for  sale 
and  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  sells  out  of  $ 1 and  $2  sheets 
on  a regular  basis.  It  is  not  an  easy  task  to  find  them  all  and  some  can  get 
expensive  but  once  again  I have  had  a “ball”  collecting  them  for  myself 
and  the  children.  They  now  know  enough  about  this  particular  type  of 
collecting  to  carry  on  after  I’m  gone. 

As  most  of  you  know  who  collect  single  notes  you  can  do  the  same 
for  sheets.  You  can  collect  series  sets,  district  sets,  star  sets,  complete 
block  sets  and  denomination  collecting.  At  the  MOMENT  there  are 
approximately  the  following  number  of  uncut  sheet  blocks: 

186  - $ 1 uncut  sheet  blocks  starting  from  the  1981  series  to  present  day.

DOLLARSAVR’S  RESEARCH 

By  Ed  Zegers 

The  Paper  Money  Collectors  of  Michigan  is  My  Best  Opportunity  to  Access 
the  Currency-Collecting  Community  and  New  Collectors. 

The  2006  Series  Si  Federal  Reserve  Notes  of  the  St.  Louis  (8)  District 

This  report  is  an  account  of  my  June-July- August  2010  currency  collecting 
and  research  project  that  examines  the  series  2006  $1  Federal  Reserve  Notes 
and  in  particular  the  black  Federal  Reserve  Seal  found  on  the  left  hand  Face 
of  every  one-dollar  note  printed  in  the  US. 

This  project  began  with  a phone  call  from  my  friend  up  in  New  York  City. 
(New  York  City?)  Rich  McAllister  asked  me  if  I had  found  any  of  those  $1 
FRN’s  that  have  “Fat  and  Skinny”  “H”s?  I told  him  that  I didn’t  know  what 
he  was  talking  about,  and  asked  him  to  explain.  Well,  he  said,  “the  black 
letters  inside  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Seal  on  the  series  2006  $1  notes  were 
different”.  He  said,  “He  had  found  the  “Skinny”  notes  in  the  H-C  block 
and  the  “Fat”  letters  were  in  the  preceding  blocks  and  runs  of  the  St.  Louis 
issue”. 
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That  was  all  that  I needed  to  hear.  I had  to  start  a search  of  my  own  and  find 
out  what  he  was  talking  about.  I began  by  visiting  my  friendly  teller  at  the 
local  Wacovia  Branch  in  Rehobeth,  DE.  1 searched  for  the  2006  “H”  District. 
1 invested  my  entire  bankroll  of  $2000  (that  I had  set  aside  for  searches  for 
DC-$20  SOI  notes)  into  20  packs  of  100-notes  each.  She  had  to  scramble  to 
locate  20-packs  of  one-dollar  notes  in  the  branch.  And  the  searching  began. 

In  particular,  I searched  for  the  St  Louis,  District-8  (H).  I set  aside  each  “H” 
District  noted  that  I found  into  a stack  of  notes.  They  were  from  different 
blocks  and  runs.  I had  the  idea  of  searching  them  after  they  were  all  pulled 
from  my  2000-note  stash.  Well,  I found  100  “Hs”  out  of  those  2000-notes. 

I had  items  from  the  D-A  thru  the  D-F  blocks  and  even  a series  2009  D-A 

My  first  objective  was  to  actually  SEE  the  difference  that  he  had 
described  to  me.  Yup!  There  they  were,  nice  “Fat”  “IT’s  and  some 
“Skinny”  too.  That  is  when  I noticed  that  all  of  the  notes  from  my 
H-A,  H-B,  and  H-C  had  the  “Fat”  size.  Those  from  H-D,  H-E, 

H-F  and  the  series  2009  were  all  “Skinny”.  I tried  to  locate  the 
exact  run  at  which  the  change  had  occurred,  but  I was  unable  to 
determine  that  because  I only  had  two  H-C  runs.  One  “Fat”  (run- 
5)  and  one  “Skinny”  (run- 15). 

The  next  day,  I decided  to  take  my  bankroll  and  exchange  it  at  another  bank 
in  the  area  and  do  the  search  again.  Maybe  I could  then  determine  which  run 
had  the  changeover.  Well,  to  make  a very  long  story  short  (I’m  still  looking), 
I have  not  found  any  samples  from  run-9  (51200001  - 57600000).  I believe 
that  it  holds  the  key!  So,  to  review,  in  the  District  8 printings  run-8  and 
below  is  Fat  and  run- 10  and  higher  is  Skinny. 

This  time,  I separated  my  2000-notes  and  all  of  the  12-districts  into  piles  and 
looked  them  over  one  district  at  a time.  It  was  then  that  I found  those  from 
the  4th  District  (Cleveland)  also  had  “Fat”  and  “Skinny”  letters.  However, 

I was  fortunate  enough  to  have  two  notes  from  the  D-A  block,  one  from 
run- 14  (Fat)  and  another  from  run- 15  (Skinny)!  So  I had  actually  isolated 
the  changeover  runs  for  the  different  Fonts  used  inside  the  black  Federal 
Reserve  Seal  for  this  district. 

Other  notes  seemed  different,  but  I could  NOT  actually  see  a difference 
except  for  the  series  2009  notes,  which  are  ALL  Skinny. 

My  next  search  is  directed  toward  the  “Star-Replacement”  notes  and  to 
determine  if  there  are  any  anomalies  in  the  2006  or  2009  series?  You  know, 
the  BEP  used  to  amend  the  series  when  design  changes  (visual)  were  made.  I 
guess  those  days  and  guides  are  gone. . .

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FANEUIL  HALL  NATIONAL  BANK  OF  BOSTON 


This  bank  title  is  one  steeped  in  American  history.  Due  to  speeches 
by  Samuel  Adams  and  others  leading  up  to  the  American  Revolution, 

Faneuil  Hall  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  “the  Cradle  of  Liberty”.  It  has  been 
a marketplace  and  a meeting  hall  since  1742.  In  2008,  Faneuil  Hall  was  rated 
number  four  in  America's  25  Most  Visited  Tourist  Sites  by  Forbes  Traveler. 
The  pronunciation  of  “Faneuil”  can  rhyme  with  either  manual,  panel, 
or  Daniel. 

The  Faneuil  Hall  National  Bank  of  Boston  was  chartered  on  February  27, 
1865  and  liquidated  on  March  16,  1909.  This  bank  issued  Original  Series, 
Series  1875,  Series  1882  Brown  Backs,  and  Series  1902  Red  Seals  during  its 
lifetime.  The  bank’s  total  issue  was  $3,433,300.  As  of  1910,  there  was  only 
$28,233  outstanding. 

The  note  exhibited  is  a $1  Original  Series  note.  The  face  has  a vignette 
of  “Concordia”  that  shows  two  maidens  before  an  alter  and  w as  designed 
by  T.A.  Liebert  and  Charles  Burt.  The  back  of  the  note  has  the  vignette, 
“Landing  of  the  Pilgrims.”  It  was  engraved  by  Charles  Burt.  This  note  has 
the  blue  Treasury  serial  number  at  left. 

This  tells  us  that  this  note  was  printed  between  October  4,  1 865  and 
March  23,  1 866.
